Mrs. 
Bennett's Xew Invention. 


Mrs. Benedict is, we presume, a 


widow. At any rate in the glimpse we 
have of her life no husband appears 
upon the scene, and as Mrs. Benedict 
has been engaged in what Mr. Darwin 
calls a struggle for existence the failure 
of her husband—if she has one—to make 
himself felt in that struggle reduces him 
to zero, so that we may safely regard 
the lady as a widow whether or not she 
owns a tombstone in the cemetery of the 
village in which she lives. 


Mrs. Benedict's business is that of a 


rat-catcher, a now profession now fairly 
opened to women whom the tyranny of 
man excludes from the bar and from 
Congress, and one which Mrs. Benedict 
at least has made lucrative. There have 
been rat-catchers before, and in London 
there are men enffasred in the business 
who will go into a dark cellar with a' 
mysterious sack and by arts known only 
to themselves persuade innumerable rats 
to adjourn their wall meetings for a mass 
meeting inside the sack. So also there 
are various pastes, potions and powders 
sold in all cities, each of which is war- 
ranted to kill rats with certainty, and to 
be rather wholesome and invigorating 
than otherwise to any young children 
who may chance to make luncheon off 
the dishes prepared for the household 
vermin. The business of rat extermina- 
tion, therefore, is not strictly new, and 
yet Mrs. Benedict is fairly entitled to 
rank as its inventor at least in an im- 
portant sense. She has raised it to the 
dignity of a profession; she has given a 
certain scientific character to its opera- 
tions which places the business upon a 
level with analytical chemistry, or metal- 
lurgy, or the more delicate and precise 
parts of the mechanical engineer's work. 


It has always been easy for house- 


wives who were troubled with rats to 
poison them, but the problem has been 
to induce them to die upon the iield of 
honor, so to speak—to wit, the kitchen 
floor. They have usually preferred to 
retire to their inaccessible retreats in 
the walls as soon as they have felt the 
r 


plorns of arsenical poisoning, and 
low state of sanitary science pre- 


vailing in their communities is such that 
poisoned rats are never properly bnriod 
or incinerated by their associates. The 
problem has been how to kill the rats 
without bringing unpleasant odors in 
the house. An erratic genius in New 
Hampshire once attempted to solve this 
problem by preparing an explosive 
compound which he believed would so 
completely and evenly distribute the 
material of which rats are made in the 
region round about as to obviate that 
difficulty, but his invention failed be- 
cause American house walls are not 
commonly iron-clad, and the explosions 
were destructive of plastering. 


Mrs. Benedict has solved the difficulty, 


and is entitled to the honor we give to 
an inventor and benefactor. 
She has 


found out how to induce rats to die in a 
neat and more or less regular circle on 
the kit*hen floor or table. 
Like all in- 


ventors she is somewhat indebted to 
accident. She was engaged, it appears, 
in the :domestic manufacture of plaster 
casts of various kinds. 
She molded 


Cupids and other more or less ill-dressed 
heathen divinities, which the prevalent 
art temper of our people enabled her to 
sell among her neighbors. 
Complaint 


having been made of the fragility of 
these wares, Mrs. Benedict began 
course of experiments with the hope oJ 
giving greater durability to her casts. 
One of 
her devices was to 
mix 


wheaten flour with her 
pulverized 
plaster of 
Paris, 
so 
that 
the 


gluten of the flour might make the paste 
less brittle. One evening she had visi- 
tors, who rang her door-bell just as she 
was sifting the mixed plaster and floui 
for the third time by way of mixin 
them intimately, as chemists say. 
She 


had already set a dish of water at hand 
intending to make an experimental casi 
at once, and when the door-bell rung 
she hastily removed her apron and wen 
to welcome her guests, leaving her ma 
terialsupon the kitchen table. 
The 


guests staid until late bed time, anc 
when they bade her adieu Mrs. Bene 
diet went to bed, without returning to 
the kitchen. 


What happened in the night was this 


A rat, sniffing the odor of flour, madt 
his way up the legs of the table, to the 
top, where he was speedily joined bi 
ottter foragers—his 
brethren. 
The 


dish of flour and plaster was easily 
reached, and the rats ate freely and 
•hastily of it, as it is their custom to do. 
It was rather a dry supper, and water 
being at hand, as we have said, each ral 
turned from the savory dish of flour and 
plaster to slake his thirst with the water 
Every body who has had to do with 
plaster of Paris vri.ll guess at once what 
happened. The water drunk first wetted 
the plaster in the rats' stomachs, anc 
then, in technical phrase "set" it; thai 
is to say, the plaster thus made into a 
paste instantly grew hard in each rat's 
stomach, making a cast of all its con- 
volutions, a cast as rigid as any of the 
Psyches that Mrs. Benedict had intendoc 
to make. 
It is not difficult to believe 


that even a lively rat finds it uncom- 
fortable to have a plaster cast of his 
stomach securely deposited in that use- 
,ft«l receptacle for food, and the even 
proved that with such a cast in exist 
enc« it is impossible for a rat to retreat 
even across a kitchen. 
The rats do 


cided Mr. Mallock's question "Is Life 
Worth Living?" in the negative without 
quitting the table. 


The next morning thirteen of them 


lay dead in a circle around the watei 
dish. Mrs. Benedict, when she enterec 
tne kitchen for the purpose of making 
her fire, saw them and acted according- 
ly. That is to say, she screamed and 
climbed upon a chair. 
From that 


commanding position she studied the 
scene, and very soon made out a pretty 
accurate account to her own mind o< 
what had happened. Like a wise worn 
an she kept her secret and made profit 
of it. She undertook, for a considera- 
tion, to clear the premises of her neigh- 
'bors of the pests, and succeeded. 
It 


was not long before the town was as free 
of this sort of vermin as if the pied piper 
of Hamelin had traveled that way. Then 
Mrs. Benedict advertised for agents to 
work up the business throughout the 
country, selling each the secret for a 
fair price. 
She no longer devotes her- 


flelf to the making of mythologica1 
deities, having done a much better stroke 
of business in making plaster casts o 
rats' stomachs. 
She deserves a statue 


in plaster with flour in due proportion

THAT a man who marries his aunt 


ihould, sooner or later, get into court 
m that account, will hardly be doubted 
jy moral and intelligent persons; but 
,hat a man who didn't marry his aunt 
should be the first, at least in this coun- 
try, to bring the subject into legal dis- 
mssion is a curious fact in jurisprudence. 
Men who do not marry their aunts are 
plenty as blackberries; the " woods is 
:ull of them." 
You can meet them, by 


the thousands every day. 
They live 


next door to you. 
They are inmates of 


your family. 
The chances are many 


millions to one that you are one of them 
yourself. 
And yet how would you like 


to be obliged to pay $10,000 for the 
arivilege of belonging to such an exten- 
iive sect. It is very much liko paying 
a heavy fine for membership in the civ- 
lized races, or a bonus for the right of 
wreathing the common air. 


A New York jury at Lockport, how- 


:ver, thought it best to assess that sum 
on Dr. Cramptpn, of Mobile, because he 
didn't marry his aunt. 
If the verdict 


liad been sustained by a higher court, 
and the same amount collected from ev- 
ery man who has not married his aunt, 
we could not only pay off the National 
debt, but have enough to pension paper- 
makers, wood-pulp Congressmen, De- 
troit millionaires who detest new rail- 
roads, and other objects of 
public 


charity. 


Luckily, however, for the rest of us, 


this verdict has been reversed and the 
men who haven't married their aunts, 
and have no wish or purpose to marry 
their aunt, are relieved from the chance 
of having to pay roundly for so whole- 
some an abstinence. The circumstances 
are not altogether unfamiliar to the 
newspaper reader; but they may be 
briefly recapitulated. 


When both were young and charm- 


ing, Dr. Crampton and his aunt, or half 
aunt, six years younger, fell in love 
with each other in Alabama seven years 
ago. lie was a physician, a man of 
education and persuasiveness, and in 
his capacity of doctor, lover, nephew 
and orator, overcame hi» aunt's scru- 
ples to the alliance. 
But the laws of 


Alabama, unfortunately, were not so 
susceptible to his logic or his charms, 
and no proposed evading them by 
marrying her in New York—in which 
State there is no express prohibition 
against such marriages—and then re- 
turning to live in Alabama. 
In 1877 


she came to visit friends in Fairfield, 
Michigan, where her nephew called 
upon her and renewed his engagement. 
Then ensued a long silence which 
aroused such fears and anxiety in her 
mind that she became ill, from which, 
on receiving renewed assurance of his 
faithfulness, she recovered just in time 
to get a letter from her nephew lover, 
in which he asked God to bless his 
" dear aunt," and said he would always 
be her friend. 
The next week he mar- 


ried somebody else, and on his wedding 
journey visited Lockport, New York. 
Here his aunt sued him for $10,000 
worth of breach of promise, and a verdict 
was rendered in her favor. 


The Judge, however, Judge Wallaco 


of the United States Court, permitted 
the jury to decide only the facts, and 
took the law into his own hands. 
He 


now grants the motion for a new trial, 
on the ground that in Alabama, where 
the marriage itself would be invalid, the 
promise is invalid, and the agreement 
to fulfill the promise in New York, 
where the marriage is not forbidden, 
can not make valid a promise given in 
Alabama. If a marriage of that sort, 
however repulsive, should be consum- 
mated in a State where it is not invalid, 
the courts would for the sake of the off- 
spring and other circumstances grow- 
ing out of the marriage be likely to re- 
cognize ite validity; but where no other 
consequences than the damage to feel- 
ings and health ensue, it is contrary to 
morality and public policy for the courts 
in any way to recognize a promise o) 
marriage between such relatives. 
Ii 


these two had become husband and 
wife, said the Judge, "they would have 
been regarded as joined in an unnatural 
union, and as victims of a corrupted 
moral taste, to be pitied and avoided, ii 
not as objects of detestation." 
He 


thinks the aunt should consider hersell 
fortunate that she had been saved from 
such a future by the selfish and perfidi- 
ous conduct of the nephew. 


As the majority of maiden aunts are 


married and settled with somebody 
else's nephews long before their own 
arc capable of overcoming their scruples 
in such matters, and would if theii 
scruples were assailed in- that fashion, 
generally kiss or spank the offender 
the decision is not of wide and practi- 
cal value; but it is destined to make 
briefly famous the man who didn't mar 
ry his aunt.—Detroit Free Press.

In this article, it is 


claimed that many young horses that 
lave been raised upon the farm, where 
\\oy have been accustomed to have all 
,he hay, grass or other bulky food that 
,hey wanted, frequently become crib- 
jers when subjected to a stinted allow- 
ance of such food; as is often the case 
when the horse changes hands and it is 
considered desirable to put him in a 
more stylish condition, with less abdo- 
men. The unusually empty stomach is 
annoying to the horse and produces an 
uneasy sensation, which leads to biting 
A 
manger and finally to cribbing, as a 


means of distending the half-empty 
stomach. In addition to the foregoing 
cause, this writer states that nervous 
and excitable horse sometimes become 
cribbers from confinement and restleas- 
ness. 


As a means of prevention, the writer 


recommends that there should be no 
point in the stall which the horse can 
use to rest his teeth upon for the pur- 
pose of cribbing, unless it be placed 
much higher than the usual height of 
mangers. 
A height of about fifty-six 


inches from the floor, he thinks is sufli- 
cient for a horse of ordinary size. Be- 
low eighteen inches from the floor he 
considers the mangers perfectly safe --• 
National Live Stock Journal.
